Due to the added space found 
in the new building, girls’ physi¬ 
cal education has had the op¬ 
portunity to expand into a new 
field—gymnastics. Girls learned 
more about balance and coordi¬ 
nation on such new equipment as 
the horse, the trampoline, and the 
uneven bars. Twenty upperclass 
girls had the opportunity to prac¬ 
tice fencing in after school hours. 
Softball and tennis were chosen 
by the girls instead of a new ac¬ 
tivity—archery. Bowling in the 
gym was also a new experience. 


More comprehensive physical 
fitness tests have now become a 
vital part of the boys’ physical 
education. Students are tested on 
their flexibility, their static 
strength, their body coordination 
and equilibrium. Soccer gave the 
freshman boys a workout in its 
debut at U High. When prom was 
close at hand, the upperclass boys 
began looking ahead. They took 
up regular bowling and learned 
the basic principles of the game. 
With the added space, much em¬ 


phasis was placed on track and 
field. In the future, the boys’ 
physical education depart¬ 
ment looks forward to many new 
facilities and a changing program. 

Two bomb scares lengthened 
both boys’ and girls’ gym classes. 
During the first of two, sixth hour 
classes entertained both faculty 
and students with exciting games 
of softball. The girls’ game at¬ 
tracted a much larger crowd, with 
Miss Sailors getting most of the 
faculty’s support.
